JAMEs DILLET FREEMAN 


y HAVE made many kinds of prayer, almost 

| wordless prayers of spiritual anguish and 

\. formal prayers learned by rote. On waking 
in the morning I have prayed, and in the evening 
as I have fallen asleep, and at special times I have 
set aside by day. I have joined in prayer with oth- 
ers, said grace at meals, recited psalms in church. 
Waking at night, I have prayed alone. In my 
times of deepest need I have prayed, and I have 
prayed when I had no need except to feel at one 
with God—though this may be the deepest need of 
all. 

Prayer has meant so much to me that I have 
wondered how those who do not pray are some- 
times able to survive. What do they do when there 
is nothing they can do? 

Prayer is survival power. Though the night may 
come down dark around and the faith with which 
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we face the night seem small, perhaps no faith at 
all; yet, if we pray, always some spark leaps up 
through the tinder of our hearts, a little light to 
show us our way. Prayer is life. 

Prayer is a reaching, and every act of prayer 
stretches the soul. Prayer is spiritual exercise, and 
we have never uttered a single prayer without 
having enlarged our spiritual capacity. 

There are many ways to pray, as there are many 
ways to God. The way of the bird is not the way 
of the fish. The way of the babe is not the way 
of the man. The way of the beginner is not the 
way of the master. Yet there is no atom of crea- 
tion that does not have access to God. Each soul 
finds its way to Him at the level of its own ex- 
perience. 

For some, prayer is thought; and for some, it 
is feelings too inarticulate for thoughts to express. 
Communion with nature may be prayer, or the en- 
joyment of art and poetry and music. An act of 
kindness may be a prayer, a smile, a friendly hand. 
Work is often a prayer, for work is an affirma- 
tion of creative power. Praise is a kind of prayer. 
So is zeal. There is the prayer that is the distilla- 
tion of a moment, passionate and intense; and 
the prayer that is the whole life of a man, the 
living prayer of what one is. 

There is a prayer that is words, and a prayer 
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that is silence. To rise, the eagle sometimes has 
to drive with all its pinioned power; and some- 
times, launching itself on an updraft of air, it has 
only to spread its wings and float serene in order 
to be borne aloft. 

Sometimes when I pray I pray aloud. To con- 
trol my thinking, I must often phrase my thoughts 
in words and speak the words aloud or even write 
them down. My thoughts may be likened to 
horses, milling in my mind, racing this way and 
that; but words put a bridle on them and enable 
me to direct them. So I often have to affirm words 
of Truth over and over in order to direct my 
thought Godward. 

Yet, sometimes when I pray I do not need to 
speak any word at all. I merely need to turn my 
thought to God, and the thought of God floods 
my mind. I merely need to give myself to God, 
and God gives Himself to me. 

Much of prayer is speaking, yet much of it is 
listening. And the speaking we do in prayer is im- 
portant, but the listening is even more important. 
For it is as we listen that God speaks. And it is 
when we are still that God acts. It is in the silence 
that the word of God is uttered and the work of 
God is done. 

Some wonder how they will recognize the word 
of God. I know only that when God speaks it is 
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in a language you will understand. If it is words, 
it will be words you know. If it is feelings, you 
will understand them, too. For feeling is the un- 
forgotten language of the heart; you could speak 
it before you learned words, the language of the 
mind. 

There is a prayer that asks for things and a § 
prayer that asks for thoughts, and there is a prayer 
that asks for nothing but gives all. I have prayed 
for many things. I have cried aloud for help; I 
have wheedled ~~ bargained and dem: anded—but | 
what have I ever really prayed for except to know | 
that I am a child of God? I have seen the beauti- 
ful bird of Truth fly overhead and would hold 
him in my heart. 

I would know God and understand my relation 
to Him, and I would know Him and know my- 
self, not with an intellectual knowing, but in every 
fiber of my mind and heart. And this is why I | 
pray. 
For this is a knowing that does not come from 
study, but only from prayer. There are many kinds 
of knowing. Sometimes the mind studies life as it 
studies a book; it skims over the surface and ab- § 
sorbs not life, but words, which it calls life. 

It is one thing to read a book on aerodynamics; 
it is another thing to fly. As a bird knows flight 
by flying, I would know life by living. And | 
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would know God, not as a word, but as a living 
presence in my life. 

I am the green plant of God, and I would know 
Him as the leaves of a tree know sunlight. I would 
absorb Him and be absorbed in Him. I would 
make His substance mine and His life mine, so 
that I can make my life and substance His. I would 
use Him to be used by Him. 

This is why I pray. 

Many times when I have prayed for things I 
have not got what I prayed for, yet I feel that I 
have never prayed in vain. 

Perhaps things have not changed as I have 
wished them to change, but always I have 
changed. Always some change is wrought by 
prayer, sometimes in the fabric of things, always 
in the fabric of self. 

Then, too, I have a sense that my life is more 
than I have power to see or foresee. 

Columbus was disappointed in his search for 
the Indies—and discovered a new world! I, too, 
have been disappointed in this or that—and have 
discovered new worlds. My own self is such a 
world. God is such a world. 

Prayer is a journey we make into ourselves. a 
journey we make toward God. We think of our- 
selves as islands, but we are truly mainlands. Be- 
yond the cape of self lies a continent of being. It 
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is not to our changing mortal self that we must 
look to understand our meaning and our destiny, 
but to this larger selflessness that lies beyond. ‘For 
this corruptible must put on incorruption, and this 
mortal must put on immortality.” 

The highest prayer is not the one that asks for 
things, but the one that seeks a sense of God and 
our relation to Him, a sense of our abiding in the 
hands of God, in the love of God. 

The prayer that is answered is the prayer of 
the whole man. What our whole being demands 
—this is what we always receive from life; it may 
or may not be what we cry out for in a moment 
of pain or desire. 

This is why prayer often works in great needs 
more readily than in trivial ones. A great need 
focuses the whole man, whets him, as it were, to 
a razor edge of faith that nothing can resist. 
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Prayer is the marshaling of all our faculties. It | 


is a unifying force. Sometimes we feel like “splin- 
ter” people, lonely and alone. We cannot read our 
direction right. But prayer orients us. It unifies us 
with ourselves and makes us whole. It unifies us 
with life and makes us alive. It unifies us with 
God. 

Prayer is not for the purpose of changing things 
but of changing us. It is not to make the Infinite 
conform to our will but to help us to understand 
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and conform to the will of the Infinite. Shall I 
change the sea by shouting or the wind by wail- 
ing? Yet when I was a child I dug a hole in the 
sand; and even as I dug, the sea welled into the 
hole and filled it full. When I pray I dig down 
through the sands of self, so that the sea of God 
may fill me full. 

I do not pray to change God. How would I 
change the wholly good? The breeze of God 
blows steady all the time; I pray so that I may 
avail myself of it. 

It is not God but I who need to change. This 
is why I use affirmative prayer. 

At the center of things there is a harmonious 
will. This will is life; this will is joy; this will 
is order; this will is love. Affirmative prayer har- 
monizes us with this central will of being. 

This is affirmative prayer—to know in the face 
of sickness that underneath are the everlasting 
arms of wholeness and in the truest part of us we 
are inseparably one with life; to be able to hear 
through the discords of daily living the music of 
immortal love and to strike its chords from the 
key of our own being; to be able to look at lack, 
yet to drink deep from unseen wells of plenty. It 
is the ability to see the facts and flaws, yet know 
that they are not reality. 

True prayer is the apprehension of the change- 
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less Truth, which abides at the heart of the change- 
ful world, the Truth of life and joy and order and 
love, the Truth of God. 

For myself, 1 have not found the meaning and 
value of prayer to lie so much in the answer to 
prayer as in the prayer itself. For prayer is a way 
of life as well as a way of facing life. It is an 
end as well as a means. It is a spiritual experience. 

Prayer is the way of walking with God instead 
of walking alone. Those who have a habit of 
prayer are never far from God, even though at 
times they may lose sight of Him. 

Because they have the habit of prayer, they 
often find things changed by their prayers. But 
even when things do not change they have a sense 
that all is well. For they have a sense of a sus- 
taining presence—at the heart of things, com- 
passion! 

Though they may not understand why some 
things occur, they know that God is there. There- 
fore, nothing that occurs can be meaningless. They 
and their lives are meaningful. 

So they can accept their lives and themselves, 
striving to change what they feel is good to 
change, but accepting what they cannot change, 
in the faith that behind all the events of life 
God is working out His pattern of divinity. 

To those who pray, prayer is life itself!
